WITH nothing more titan the Bible, 
Bunyan, Plutarch, the Life of Wash­ 
ington. the alphabet and the multipli­ 
cation table, a man might have an ad­ 
equate education— if he added com­ 
mon sense, ambition and a desire to 
be useful to his book knowledge.

Lincoln Visited Here 
Valentine Day in ‘61 


Only President-Elect Who Has So Honored City 
Was Younger Than Are Coolidge 
and Hoover Now . 


Abraham Lincoln, the great emanci­ 
pator, to whose memory tribute was 
paid throughout the nation today, his 
birthday, passed through East Liver­ 
pool 68 years ago. And it was Valen­ 
tine day in 1861. 
President-elect of the nation, he was 
en route to Washington to succeed 
James Buchanan, bachelor occupant 
of the White House, and there, though 
he did not realize it, round out a ca­ 
reer that 50 months later moved a 
Steubenville man, Edward M. Stan­ 
ton, to exclaim over his lifeless form 
what has become a world estimate: 
“Now he belongs to the ages!" 
On that memorable occasion for 
Pottery City residents he was just 
two days over 52 years of age. He 
had started his historic trip for the 
capital on Monday, Feb. 
ll, 
and 
journeyed as far as Indianapolis, Ind., 
where he spent that night. He arose 
to celebrate his birthday as he travel­ 
ed on to Cincinnati and Columbus, 
Ohio. In the latter city he addressed 
the legislature. 
As ha then viewed the grandeur of 
this section of the Ohio valley, he 
loomed a man five years younger 
than Is Calvin Coolidge now; he was 
also three years the Junior of Herbert 
Hoover on the verge of his own in- 
auguration. 
President at 52. 
Folks hereabouts saw him as the 
only one of the country’s presidents 
who assumed their high station 
at 
52. 
They were given a further dis­ 
tinction in that he was the only pres 


As congressman, governor and presi­ 
dent, the lamented William McKin­ 
ley was here. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
trod its streets as ex-president and 
others, several of them, 
before at­ 
taining the honor, were In close prox­ 
imity to it. But Lincoln only as presi­ 
dent-elect glimpsed it. 
And, lf perchance, there were those 
who had 
previously seen him, he 
loomed 
a 
strange 
personage 
for 
them, on his first 
long trip from 
home, he wore whiskers. 
As backwoodsman, farmer, lawyer, 
legislator, debater and politician, he 
had been minus this hlrsulte adorn­ 
ment which then was the mode of the 
day. 
His picture as a presidential 
candidate did not impress a young 
Buffalo, N. Y„ girl and she naively

pose of the committee was to discover lf the check had 
been drawn In payment for legal advice given her in 
connection with the charge of conspiracy to defeat Jus­ 
t l e brought against her three years ago and later dis­ 
missed. 


It must be apparent to ail that there are too many 
attempts, many of them successful, to violate the legal 
rights of those hauled before legislative Investigating 
committees. 
Too often these investigations ara mere 
fishing expeditions to draw out facts for political pur­ 
poses, or for uae it* subsequent rrhnhtal proceedings 
against the witnesses or others for whom tha investi­ 
gators are out gunning. 
We believe that this bas fra* 
fluently been dem onstrated by investigations conducted 
by various legislative committees. 
There was a time when one accused of crim inal of­ 
fense was tried by a Jury of his or her peers, but af 
late there has been a trend to what amounts to trial 
by legislative investigating committees. 
Isn’t it about time that we go back to the old system 
prescribed by law by which legal rights are given pro­ 
tection ? 


Submarine Safety 


Tile tests to which tho new "lung’* device were put 
off Key West last week indicate that at last a practical 
method of escape from a sunken subm arine has been 
found. 
Three, times tho S-l, which is being utilized for ex­ 
perimental purposes, was submerged to a depth of 40 
feet with Lieutenant C. Ii. Mom sen aud Chief Torpedo­ 
man Edward Kaiinoski aboard, and each time the two 
came to the surface without experiencing any physical 
hardship, 
As the water began filling the compartm ents Kali* 
noski donned his ‘ lung” and when the subm arine had 
reached the bottom he cast off and soon appeared on the 
surface, none the worse for his experience. 
Then, be­ 
fore the compressed air chamber in which Lieutenant 
Monson waited was filled, he, too, donned his ‘Tung” and 
floated to the top. 
Their first escape was from a spe­ 
cially constructed hatch, but later they left from the 
motor room aud the torpedo room. 
Tile following day the tests were repeated at a depth 
of 7ti feet and resulted as successfully as the day before. 
If tests at greater depths prove as successful, thoro 
will ho assurance against repetition of such horrors as 
have occurred as the result of submarines being run 
down by other vessels in comparatively shallow waters.

Europe was not in a happy economic position In 1923. 
Currencies were out of line, gold reserves were low, 
interest rates were high, industry largely prostrated In 
some of tile countries, while poverty was prevalent 
Taxes were high. 
In fact the bureau says “there is 
good reason to believe that the year 1923 marked the 
low point of European postwar depression.” 
Indus­ 
trial production, it appears, was only from 60 to 70 
per cent of what it had been ten years earlier. 
Many 
plants had been destroyed in the war and had not yet 
been replaced. 
Agriculture was tho first industry to recover and in 
1923 had reached 90 per cent of its pre-war volume. 
The large American production which had been raised 
above the pre-war rate, however, resulted in overpro­ 
duction on a world basis with the result that prices of 
farm products fell and there was grave distortion in the 
ratio of price of agricultural products and of manufac­ 
tured goods. 
Once again the people had enough to eat 
hut no money with which to buy other necessities. 
Now the bureau finds a much more pleasant picture 
a n i points lo the Da wen plan for adjusting the German 
reparations aa marking the turning point for the bet­ 
ter. 
Germany was a large producer of agricultural pro­ 
ducts but a relatively more im portant producer of manu­ 
factured goods. 
The loss of operations of the immense 
workshop that was Germany made a big hole in world 
wealth. 
So, when the 
Dawes plan stabilized affairs 
there, a large amount of productive effort was expended. 
In 1923 there was scarcely a balanced budget: in all 
Europe. 
Capital was at a tremendous premium aud 
capital was sorely needed to set the industrial machin­ 
ery to work again. 
How much progress has been made 
since 1923 can be judged from the decline iii interest 
rates. 
England alone of the belligerents had been able 
to keep the money rate down. It stood at the low figure 
of 3.49 per cent but this was forced by managerial ac­ 
tivity of the Rank of England. 
Bu' in Austria 9 per cent 
was charged, in Poland 16.98 per cent, and in Ger­ 
many 38.48 per cent. 
Money rales may bo affected by various factors. Per­ 
haps a surer index of returning prosperity is to be found 
in tho saving* of the people, 
in 1923 in Austria, for 
example, savings were only 22,CM,OOO schillings while 
now they stand at 605,000,000 schillings In Belgium they 
have risen from ll,971,000,000 belga In 1923 to 3,293,- 
000,000 belga. 
Savings deposits in Germany amounted 
to 608,000,000 marks la J923 aud now to 4,CGO,OOO,OOO 
marks. 
The French figure bas risen from 3,272,000,000 
francs to 6,470,006,069 francs, 
la the case of every coun­ 
try studied, an Increase In savings deposits is noted. 
The reserves in gold of all European banks of inane 
hav# increased since 1923 w ith the single exception of 
the Netherlands. 
The reason for this does not lie in 
any Impoverishment of the Dutch in the last five years, 
but, because as Holland was neutral in the war, much 
capital fled there for safety ju st as tho former German 
Em peror fled. 
The Em peror finds its necessary to re­ 
main but much of the gold baa gone home. 
The bureau’s report gives credit to the United States 
for making possible this European recovery. 
The bud­ 
gets were balanced and the money situation aboard 
eased by the extension of American loans. 
Some $656,- 
000,000 was lent last year. 
Before tile war European 
Investments in the United States were estim ated as high 
as 16,000,000,000. 
W hen 
Hie war came these w«rre 
dumped on the American m arket and were absorbed. 
Now European holdings In this country are very greatly 
diminished while American loans to Europe total $3,- 
700.000,000 and this of course, is entirely in addition to 
United States governm ent loans to tim Allies. 
The report includes definite figures en actual produc­ 
tion which indlcato how wealth has been produced in 
lite last five years in Europe. 
Black coal production in 
1923 was only 81 per cent of 1913. It now is 98 per cent 
of 1913 and 121 per cent of 1923. 
in 1923 pig iron pro­ 
duction was only 6.8 per cent of pre-war but now is 96 
pe- cent and ICS per cent of 1923. 
Steel production in 
1923 was 69 per cent of 1913 but now is 117 per cent 
ahead of 1913 aud 168 per cent of 1923. Cotton spindles 
actins in 1923 were 90 per cent of 1913 but now are 108 
per cent of 1913 and 120 per cent of 1923. 
These are 
weighted figures based on the m etric ton as a unit. 
All this indicates clearly that tho world has managed 
to survive the economic blow of the war.

To permit the cigar to get wet 
and then to chew' it. means that 
the mouth is constantly filled with 
tobacco-infiltrated saliva which trick­ 
les down the throat, producing irri­ 
tation as it proceeds. Little particles 
or flakes of considerable size break 
away from the cigar butt and reach 
the throat, to irritate and inflame if, 
exactly as any 
other foreign sub­ 
stance would. 
The more tobacco excites the flow 
of saliva, and the more it produces 
irritation 
of 
the throat, the more 
certain you can be that your manner 
of sm oking is harmful, 
lf this con­ 
tinues you must give it up entirely, 
or lean* ta smoke less energetically. 
I assume that smoking is a sooth­ 
ing and agreeable practice to those 
who indulge in it, or they would not 
smoke. 
It is important, however, to 
reduce to the minimum its possible 
evils. To this end It is im portant to 
get complete com bust iou of the to­ 
bacco. 
All our habits should be tem per­ 
ately indulged. This Is ju st as true 
af tobacco smoking as it is of every- 
thing else. Under no circum stances 
should you indulge a practice to the 
detrim ent of your health. Good sense 
and moderation should guvern your 
acts.

Reiliy stadium, in Salem, and the 
Lisbon fair grounds, were presented 
by Springer, and Floyd W. Slone, ath­ 
letic coach of Salem High, and L. I).

How to Stay Healthy

ganized in East Liverpool 
Exch ange.

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Operators in the East Liverpool ex­ 
change of the Ohio Bell Telephone 
company are 
attending classes in 
which they are taught how to stay 
healthy and how- to render first ald to 
the sick and Injured. 
The course consists of one lesson a 
week for three months, with classes 
being held In the telephone building 
at 415 
Market street. Miss Thelma 
Green, of Brilliant, employed in the 
Ohio Bell traffic department at Steu­ 
benville. Is the Instructress. She took 
a special course before organizing the 
East Liverpool health classes. 
“The object of the course Is to teach 
the girls that it Is easier to keep well 
than to get well,” said Miss Green. 
“We do not attempt to make nurses 
out of them, but only Impart knowl­ 
edge that every 
one 
should have. 
Among the things we teach are correct 
nourishment of the body, proper exer­ 
cise and a balanced diet. Few per- 
sons know how to diet correctly with­ 
out losing strength. 
Stress Value of Sunlight. 
“Other subjects that we teach are 
the formation of good living habits, 
a correct mental attitude, the value of 
sunlight, 
fresh 
air 
and 
sufficient 
sleep, correct clothing and care of the 
mouth, hair and teeni. 
"We also give simple instructions 
In care of the sick and in first aid. 
The girls realize that this knowledge 
is likely 
to 
be invaluable in their 
home life.” 
Since the classes started there has 
been 
a noticeable difference In the 
sort of food in greatest demand in the 
company cafeteria, according to Miss 
Green. 
More 
milk 
and salads are 
consumed aud the girls also are drink­ 
ing more water, it has been shown in 
a survey. 
Two Surveys Made. 
C. II. Swift, commercial manager 
for the company, said that a survey 
was made of a large number of girls 
who took the course In Dayton and 
Springfield a few months ago. 
The 
mark used to gauge results was the 
attendance figure, which shows the 
number of girls remaining away from 
work because of illness or disability. 
The records of the girls selected in 
the survey were compored with the 
records of the same girls 
during a 
designated period before the classes 
started. 
The survey showed that there had 
been a 38.5 per cent decrease in ab­ 
sence for minor illness and a 49.4 per 
cent decrease In absence for major 
illness and disability, according to the 
manager. 
Another survey was made in Cleve­ 
land in a different manner. Approxi­ 
mately 300 girls were selected. Half 
of them had finished the course and 
the rest were just starting. 
Purpose of Course. 
Both groups showed a decrease In 
absence 
over 
a 
previous space of 
time.. But while the decrease was five 
per cent among the girls who had Just 
started the course, there was a 42 per 
cent decrease in absence among those 
who had completed It. 
“The importance of health and its 
necessity for an active mind and more 
energy has been realized and these 


health principles, if applied, make for 
a bettor employe and bring better re­ 
sults for the employer,” said Swift. 
“We are not making these efforts 
with the thought that employes should 
bo driven to take part In this health 
work, but (o bring to the! realization 
the benefits of good health. The fact 
that happiness 
is the outgrowth of 
good 
health 
has 
not 
been 
over­ 
stressed; It is only the wish of those 
who are sponsoring these activities 
that this truth be realized before it 
lr brought home 
by 
bitter experi­ 
ence."
